AMUSEMENTS.

Otis Skinner, Surah Cotvell Le Morne
and Elcpnor llolinon nt I' nullah'.
Kngllsh's Opera House has probably

never In its history held a larger or more
cultured audience than that which occu-
pied the theater last night, the occasion
being the presentation by three leading
American players of Robert Urowning's
powerful drama in blank verse, "In a Bal-
cony." This city has been the scene of
many dramatic triumphs, but none (at least
in the memory cf the younger theater-Soer- sj

has ever transcended or oven
equaled that won by Mr. Skinner, Mrs. Le
Moyne and Miss Itobson. If any should
feel inclined to question the truth of this
strong declaration, let him try to recall a
theatrical performance in this city that so
completely won the admiration ot an audi-eu- ci

as to cause people to remain in their
seats Ion after the last word was spoken,
applauding enthusiastically, almost wildly,
until they were forced to desist from sheer
physical weariness.

Ihis is exactly what happened in Eng-11-s
n s Or era. House last night. The ap-

plause broke forth in a veritable storm
with the fall of the curtain, and even after
It had been raised and lowered four or live
times the outburst of enthusiasm continued
until lirst .Miss Itobson, then Mrs. JLe
Moyne and finally Mr. Skinner came out
and bowed their appreciation, tili the end
came not. The people were at last induced
to leave the piaynouse by Mr. Skinner
coming to the footlights und making a
giacefu.1 speech of acknowledgment on be-iiu- lf

of his distinguished associates and
himself. It was one of those remarkable
scenes that are witnessed in a lifetime in
the theater, if indeed so often. One must
not forget that, while it was a triumph
for the players, it was ulro a triumph lor
the great poet who penned the words
which were made to pulsate with life and
meaning by the consummate art of the
plAyers. The hearts of ardent Browning
admirers, who have had o bear meekly
the icibes and sneers of the unenlightened,
must have bounded with joy to see thememory of their idol thus powerfully vin-
dicated.

The term players has perhaps been er-
roneously applied to the great trio. They
should rather be styled, in this particular
work at least, interpreters. It is idle to
talk about Mr. Skinner, Mrs. Le Moyne or
Miss Itobson doing real acting in "In aBalcony," for one never experiences for an
Instant the illusion that is an adjunct of
acting. No one in last night's audience
eawln Mr. Skinner a prime minister to aqueen. No one saw in Mrs. Le Moyne a
real queen. No one found himself for a
moment forgetting that Miss Itobson was
herself and not Constance, companion to a
queen. What these players really did was
to pour a literal Hood of Illumination upon
the dramatic poem that no amount of in-
dividual study in private could ever trans-
form into anything but a beautiful poem.
Herein lies the value of such wonderful
efforts as that of last night. Concerning
the work of each player, it is dilhcult to
make a distinction. Each in his or her way
seemed without fault. One could not for-
bear marveling that a hitherto compara-
tively obscure actress like Miss Itobson
should in a brief space develop talent en-
titling her to rank side by side with such
8t.rs as Mr. Skinner and Mrs. I.e Moyne.
The play, if it be permitted to call it thus,was magnificently staged, the single scene
shown being one of such surpassing beauty
that it received a round of applause on itsown account. Perhaps one of the most re-
markable features of the performance wajthat three players should be able, withouta change of scene and almost without ac-
tion, to hold a vaft audience literally en-
thralled for an hour and tifteen minutes.This simple fact alone speaks volumes forthe accomplishment of Mr. Skinner, Mrs.
Lc Moyne and Miss Itobson.

Great as was the triumph of this pro-
duction, it is not likely that the impression
made by the little .symbolic play preceding
It will soon fade from the memories of
those privileged to witness It. This was
"The Land of Heart's Desire," written byan Irish port. W. It. Yeats. City Controller Johnson Asked to
Recommend Appropriation of

The city Board of Health is again in
financial straits, and has asked the city
controller to recommend another appro-
priation of $2,0uu. Clerk Zearing said yes-
terday that the money was an absoluta
necessity. Out of the $2,00 appropriation
made a short time ago there remains but
$773.11, and the greater portion of this
amount will have to be expended in the
maintenance of the various quarantines,
the payment of the extra men employed
by the board, the purchase of new clothes
for those who are released from the pest-hous- e,

the renting of tents and various
other things which Mr. Zearing named
with lightning-lik- e rapidity.

City Controller Johnson declined to say
whether he would recommend the appro-
priation are not. "I will investigate," said
he, "before I promise the board any more
money."

MICIIIGAX-STItEK- T SEWER.

A Remonstrance Filed by Property
Owners with Works Hoard.

About twenty property holders interested
in the main sewer to be. laid in East Michi-
gan street were before the Board of Works
yesterday morning. The property owners
are about equally divided, and those who
own property lying east of the terminus
of the sewer, which will begin at Rurai
street and run west to the junction of
Pogue's run and Michigan street, filed withthe board a written remonstrance setting
out a list of objections. The remonstrancestates first that the new sewer law is voidbecause it is in conflict with the Constitu-
tion of the United States, and because itviolates the Constitution of the State of
Indiana.

it also states that the sewer would be ofno uj-- e to the remonstrating property hold-ers, because their property Is far from theeastern terminus of the proposed sewer.
Ihe remonstrating property holders aisosay that the cost of the sewer would boequal to the face value of their lands, and
would be a practical confiscation of theirproperty.

City Engineer Jeup explained to thosepresent that the matter of the amount of
the assessment was not before the boaM,
and when it did come up, if the property
holders were not satisfied with their assess-
ments, the law gave them a hearing andan appeal to the Circuit Court. Jf theirproperty was not benefited a dollar's worth
ic could not be assessed a dollar. The most
of the property owners along the line of
the proposed sewer are in favor of the im-
provement. The board deferred final action
on the resolution until it makes a trip over
the ground next Monday.

A DELEGATION OF WOMEX.

They Want an Extension of College-Aven- ue

Street-Ca- r Line.
A number of women from the part of the

city that wants an extension of the College-avenu- e

street-ca- r line appeared before the
Board of Works yesterday to inquire why
the extension had not been ordered. A pe-

tition has been filed with the board for
more than a year. Chairman Sahm ex-
plained to the women that there were
other petitions for extension that were filed
prior to this one, and should receive the
board's attention first.

The petitioners for this extension have
been besieging the board for months, but,
so far, have accomplished nothing. They
say the board declines to ask the street-
car company to do something it is not
ready to do.

Tentecost waa the popular festival of the lie-bre- w

Church. Its keynote was Joyous. Its dis-

tinctive offering was the twin-loav- es of bread,
made from the new wheat of the harvest. It
occurred at a period favorable for the largeet
attendance. There was a recess In farm tott.
and the season was so favorable for travel that
Jews of the dlsper.lon came In large numbers.
It Is commonly believed that at this particular
Pentecost there wa an especially large attend-
ance. The Hebrew world was more than usu-
ally expectant. Rumors ot mighty deeds had
er read afar. In a historic parenthesi3, Luke
catalogues the countries represented. What a
territory! From Mesopotamia to Rome; from
Asia Minor to the Lybyan desert! The
festive throng is far too large to be accommo-date- 3

within the city wall. Gay turbans, bright
talllths, and tents, have converted the hill-slop- es

into a vast and brilliant parterre. The
informal morning meal is finished. The live-

liness of the general converse is toned, per-

haps, with an indescribable premonition of the
coming great events. It Is the very hour
for the gladsome service, to begin. All eyes
In that vast theater of nature are turned to
Herod's snowy temple, crested now with fire.
Suddenly a preternatural sound falls on every
ear. it is the awful roar of a cyclone. Yet
one looks in vain into that radiant sky for the
funnel-shape- d cloud. The air itself is motion-

less. The audible symbol could not be more-appropriat-

It represents at once an invisible
Presence, and an irresistible but not harmful
power.

A.sign pregnant with meaning! Fire, the
pure and purifying natural element, the warm-
ing and Illuminating agent! Fire, too, in the
shape of a tongue, signifying that humanity is
to be warmed, illuminated and cleansed by the
rpoken Word, the gospel of the kingdom of
heaven. Now, there Is a continuation, In
articulate speech, of th. miraculous manifesta-
tion in audible and visible form which had pre-

ceded. In elevated and rapturous strains, like
Moses's eong or Mary's magnificat, the Inspired
disciples celebrate the finished work of the
Messiah. They yield themselves as Instruments
to the Holy Spirit, and are, perhaps, but seml-ccgnlza- nt

They were assured
that he still lived, and ierfornved the holiest
rites of their religion. So this preternatural
sound, this dazzling sight of Pentecost was the
token by which the apostles knew, and ail sub.-que- nt

believers are assured that the Eternal
Priest of the universal heart, having entred
within the veil, yet lives and pleads. Well dii
Peter say. "He hath sheti forth this which ye
now see and hear." This is demonstrative evi-
dence that God hath rained Him up and exalted
Him to the right hand, and hath fulfilled to
Him the promised effusion of the Holy Ghost.
